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“ohe Beast and His Mark 


(Continued from last issue) 


ND he causeth all, both small and 

great, rich and poor, free and bond, 
to receive a mark in their right hand, or 
in their foreheads: And that no man 
might buy or sell, save he that had the 
mark, or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name. Here is wisdom, let 
him that hath understanding count the 
number of the beast: for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is six hundred 
three score and six, Rev. 13:16-18. 

If the above mentioned mark is of a 
spiritual nature, it is received by obedi- 
ence to the beast, in the same manner as 
the Christian is marked for and identi- 
fied with Christ by the Holy Spirit, 
which in our previous article we have 
found to be very possible. If it is literal, 
then of course it is but a brand, perhaps 
stamped upon their right hands or in 
their foreheads; however, the sealing of 
the Christian by the Holy Spirit, or the 
sinner indwelt by the spirit and power 
of Satan is accomplished and defined in 
the very same way and by the same 
words. No man brands cattle that is not 
first his own property, if he is honest; 
therefore, the mark if literal is only a 
mark placed upon those who by virtue 
of obedience and ownership are already 
servants of the beast. With the rise cf 
the beast they will wonder after him, 
and they will worship both the dragon 
and the beast, verse 4. If the mark is lit- 
eral it is but the outward mark of those 
who are already acclaimed to be servants 
of the beast, who at some previous time 
have been deceived by him. In such a 
case it would be a pledge of allegiance to 
him. 

Dr. Scofield has said that, “The su- 
preme mark of all is the denial of the 
Christian truth of the incarnation of the 
Logos.” The hand stands for what we 
do; the mind for what we are, for what 
we think and how we act. The mark re- 
ferred to above may simply be the in- 
signia of the hidden evil of Satan in the 
heart which is represented by a seal in 
the forehead, thus causing man to think 
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and act out of the will of God. If the seal- 
ing of the Holy Spirit makes man God’s 
own, and it protects, limits, defines his 
action and conduct, and guides him in the 
way, the marking or sealing as here in- 
dicated may simply refer to the manner 
of how Satan captivates a soul and 
causes him to think and act in harmony 
with him. 

Verse 17 is simply a denial by the gov- 
ernment of the beast to allow individuals 
right to earn a livelihood unless they re- 
ceive either the mark, name, or number 
of the beast. In either instance there are 
at least three features here mentioned. 
The Christian wears the name of Christ, 
he is marked or stigmatized with evil 
name and criticism by the world and 
wears the inward insignia of the spiritual 
or hidden man in the heart. He is equal- 
ly numbered with Christ. 

THE NUMBER OF THE NAME OF 

CHRIST 

The name (IHSOUS) JESUS in the 
Greek has a numerical value of 888. I 
equals 10; H equals 8; S equals 200; O 
equals 70; U equals 400; S equals 200; 
making a total of 888 as the numerica! 
value of the name of Christ. Eight comes 
from the Hebrew SH’MONEH, from the 
root SHAH’MEYN, meaning “to make 
fat” to “cover with fat” to super-abound, 
Ps. 109:24; plural, fat things, Isa. 25:6; 
10:27; and the yoke of Israel is broken 
because of fatness. It speaks of super- 
abundant fertility, “oil,” ete., Gen. 28: 
18; spiced oil, i. e. ointment, Ps. 133:2; 
Prov. 21:17; Isa. 1:6. As seven is the 
number of completeness, even so eight 
goes beyond it to add an abundance. 
Christ arose on the eighth day, or is so 
reckoned, bringing to earth “the fatness” 
of the resurrection, life added to a form- 
er life. Thank God, in the resurrection we 
will super-abound with fatness of the 
heavenly oil of the Spirit of life and of 
God, If EIGHT as a numerical speaks of 
“fatness” then 88 would be an establish- 
ment and emphasis of “fatness,” Gen. 
41:32, and 888 would be a further ad- 
vance and embodiment of that of which 
eight is significant. In this “fatness” the 


Christian shares and is therefore number. 
ed with Christ. Before Christians enter 
into the number of Christ’s riches he is 
first numbered with transgressors. Isa. 
53:12; Luke 22:37. 

THE NUMBER 666 

Here we are confronted with simply 
having the numerals, and not the name; 
and while there are many names ¢catalog- 
ued that will yield this number, it does 
not add light upon who the beast is as 
yet, but may be a test by which he may 
be known when he actually appears. 
However, I think it has a @ar deeper 
meaning of something associated with 
the beast himself, which characterizes nis 
personage, actions and no less the spirit 
that dominates him. 

Certainly 666 is unlike 888 which is 
the numerical value of the name of 
Christ. If we begin with six we find it 
first associated with the creation of man 
on the sixth day. It is always associated 
with evil. If five is the number of grace 
as we have reason to believe, six goes 
beyond and adds to it; this is exactly 
what man has always done, he adds to 
div'ne things and chonses his own way 
instead of accepting salvation through 
grace. However, six stops one short of 
seven, the number of perfection and com 
pleteness. This is again true of man, he 
either adds to God’s ways or oversteps 
them; but at his best, though he boasts 
of his science, education and skill and as- 
sumes that some day he will arrive at hu- 
man perfection, it remains that he ever 
stops short of perfection as indicated by 
seven, to say nothing of “the fatness” in- 
dicated by the new life in Christ Jesus. 

Dr. E. W. Bullinger, D.D. points ou! 
that in addition to man being created on 
the sixth day, the serpent was 71-9 crent- 
ed on the same day, and that six is the 
number of man’s working days, that the 
sixth commandment relates to the worst 
sin,” and that the sixth clause in the 
Lord’s prayer also relates to sin. Solo- 
mon’s temple had six steps (1 Kings 10: 
19) and his kingdom was soon divided. 
The twelve loaves of shew bread were 
divided into two sizes (Lev. 24:6) and 
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the twelve tribes were divided tribes.” 
Abraham prayed six times for Sodom 
(Gen. 18), but his prayers fell short if 
the Divine Intercessor and went unan- 
swered. Jesus was charged with having 
a devil six times. 1. Mark 3:22; Matt. 
12:24, “He hath Beelzebub.” 2. John 
7:20, “Thou hast a devil.” 3. John 8: 
48, “Say we not well that * * * thou hast 
a devil?” 4. John 8:52, “Now we know 
that thou hast a devil.” 5. John 10:20, 
“He hath a devil and is mad.” 6. Luke 
11:15, “He casteth out devils as by Beet- 
zebub.” 

THE SERPENT HAD SIX NAMES 

Again Dr. Bullinger calls attention to 
the fact that the Talmud gives six names 
as applied to the serpent. 1. Nachash, 
a shining one (Gen. 3:1; Job 26:13). 2. 
Ak-shov, “to bend back,” “lie in wait,” 
translated adder, Ps. 140:3. 3. Ephab, 
any poisonous serpent; translated adder; 
also viper, Job 20:16; Isa. 30:6; 59:5. 4. 
Tsiph-onnee, a small hissing serpent, Isa. 
11:8; Prov. 23:32; also translated viper. 
5. Tanneen, a great serpent, or dragon, 
from a root “to stretch out” or “extend,” 
on account of its length, Ex. 7:9, 10, 12. 
6. Saraph, from a root meaning, “to 
burn;” a venomous, deadly serpent, re- 
ferring to the heat and inflamation caus- 
ed from its bite, translated serpents, 
Num, 21:8; Isa. 14:29; 30:6. 
THE BEAST HAVING SEVEN HEADS 
is but an imitation of God’s order of 
completeness, for while Satan brings 
forth the seventh and last head of the 
beastly rule of the earth, he is disclosed 
and found to be “the man of sin” and 
that instead of there being a complete- 
ness, he is but an imitator, 2 Thess. 2:4, 
and that instead of him being marked 
with the number seven, which signifies 
completeness, he is actually marked with 
the number six. and is both void and 
destitute of grace and power to help those 
whom he has deceived, and is taken and 
deposed by Christ as an intruder, Rev. 
19:20. 

THE NUMBERS 6.66, AND 666 

As we have found six associated with 
evil, both in the creation of man and the 
serpent. which finally culminates in a 
trinity of that number within Antichrist, 
we have just reason to believe that since 
God has declared it the number of the 
beast, that it is indicative of evil. Mv 
honest opinion is that the number itself 
is not so much the gematria of the mere 
name of Antichrist but that it refers 
particularly to the devilish nature of Sa- 
tan as incarnate within him. I believe it 
to be in its depth his spiritual mark and 
nature, and that all who worship and 
serve him are thus marked (Eph. 3:2). 
Antichrist is Satan incarnate, and is the 
mvstery of iniquity, 2 Thess. 2:7. While 
on the other hand Jesus Christ is the 
mvysterv of godliness, or God manifested 
in the flesh; God incarnate, 1 Tim. 3:18. 
Tt is reasonably and logically admitted 
that the Christian wears the name of 
Christ. Therefore, antichristians equally 
wear the name of Antichrist. It is the 


right to wear the name of Christ that 
entitles the Christian to His divine na- 
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ture and to enjoy the “fatness” of the 
order of the new world through the res- 
urrection; and Antichrist on equal 
grounds proposes that those alone who 
are given up to, serve and obey him, are 
marked for him, who wear both his marx 
and name, may share of the temporal 
blessings or riches of this world under 
the rule of the Antichrist. 
CHRISTIANS NEED NOT FEAR SUCH 
A MARK 

There is a guif separating between the 
true Christian and the Antichrist na- 
ture and actual mark, as broad and deep 
as that between Dives in Hades and 
Lazarus in paradise. Signing a mere 
scrap of paper does not and cannot con- 
stitute such a mark, and should the 
mark be only literal and be forced upon 
the Christian by powers of violence, it 
could not mar the holiness and purity 
of the heart if unwillingly accepted. In 
Rev. 14:9 it is stated that after the fall 
of Babylon is announced, an “angel fol- 
lowed them, saying with a loud voice, “If 
any man worsh'p the beast and his im- 
age, and receive his mark in his fore- 
head, or in his hand, the same shall drink 
of the wine of the wrath of God, which 
is poured out without mixture into the 
cup of his indignation.” Those who are 
most susceptible to receive the literal 
mark, if such is the truth at issue, were 
already worshipers of the Beast, Rev. 
13:4. 
In the light of Rev. 14:9-10, to worship 
the beast and receive his mark, is of God 
accounted as an unpardonable sin; those 
so doing are abandoned to the inevitable 
doom of the age. Such a declaration im- 
mediately classifies it as blasphemy 
against the Holy Spirit, Matt. 12:31. Be 
it particularly noted that those who wor- 
ship the beast do align themselves on the 
side of blasphemy, Rev. 13:6. It is thru 
the deception of the false prophet, that 
those who are here in question are them- 
selves marked; therefore, it immediately 
follows that it is something decidedly dif.- 
ferent and far reaching in its effects than 
a literal mark. It will perhaps be both, 
for the purpose of immediate recognition 
of the individual; but it cannot exclude 
the inward marking of the workings of 
the power of Satan within all those who 
are actually marked and sealed for him 
and who will in turn be inspired by the 
devilish and wilful destructive spirit of 
Antichrist. The widespread denial of the 
virgin birth of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
denial of the Bible as the inspired Word 
of God, the mockery and rejection of the 
Holy Spirit, is nothing less than Dlas- 
phemy by those who are now agents and 
builders of Antichrist kingdom. This 
therefore is the vital question at issue, 
and that which brings from God the pen- 
alty of His wrath mentioned in Rev. 14: 
10. 
NOT SECRET ORDERS NOR LABOR 

UNIONS 

So many unlearned and unskilled min- 
isters have labeled secret orders, labor 
unions and every such thing as the NRA, 
and in fact, most every move of the gov- 
ernment, as the mark of the beast, that 
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many of God's faithful and loving saints 
are tormented to unbearable burdens and 
almost sometimes a form of insanity. 
While there are widespread signs of 
Antichrist working through many gov- 
ernments, which tell us that the day of 
his appearing is not far distant, an ef- 
fort to locate him and his mark is sadly 
overdone, and oftentimes to the destruc- 
tion of the Christian faith. Christians 
need not fear the outward markings so 
much, What should be considered most is 
that your heart is right with God. There 
can be no danger of receiving the mark 
of the beast until his world-wide reign 
is set up, and not then until the individ- 
ual has become his servant by deception 
and worship through some form of the 
workings of the spirit of Antichrist or 
the false prophet. 

SIX, SIXTY-SIX AND SIX HUNDRED 

SIXTY-SIX CONCLUDED. 

Dr. Bullinger has said, “If six is 
the number of secular or human perfec. 
tion, then sixty-six is a more emphatie 
expression of the same fact, and six hun- 
dred sixty-six is the concentrated expres- 
sion of it; 666 is therefore the trinity of 
human perfection, the perfection of im- 
Perfection, the culmination of human 
pride in independence of God and opposi- 
tion to His Christ.” The same author 
further points out, that 666 was the secret 
symbol of the ancient pagan mysteries, 
connected with the worship of the devil. 
It is today the secret connecting link be- 
tween those ancient mysteries and their 
modern revival in spiritualism, theoso- 
phy, etc. The efforts of the great enemy 
are now directcd towards uniting all in- 
to one great whole. The newspapers, 
worldly and religious, are full of schemes 
as to such a union. “Reunion” is in the 
air. The socicties for the reunion of 
Christendom, and the conferences for the 
reunion of the churches, are alike parts 
of the same great movement, and are all 
making for and are signs of the coming 
apostasy. During this age, “separation” is 
God’s word for His people, and is the 
mark of Christ; while “union” and “re- 
union” is the mark of Antichrist.” 

He further states that “the duration 
of the old Assyrian Empire was 666 
years before it was conquered by Baby- 
lon,” and that “Jerusalem was trodden 
down by the Roman Empire exactly 666 
years from the battle of Actium, B.C. 31, 
to the Saracen conquest in A.D. 636.” 
Thus with these Ancient Empires is 
coupled the number of 666 years, which 
is indicative of the continuance of the 
embodied evils of their reign. 

GOLIATH 

With Goliath we find certain markings 
of the number of six and its multiples. 
His height was six cubits, and his armour 
consisted of six pieces, his spear head 
weighed 600 shekels of iron (1 Sam. 17: 
4-7). Goliath with this armour defied tie 
armies of the living God; in this sense 
he is typical of Antichrist, who blas- 
phemes God, heaven and the saints that 
dwell therein, Rev. 13:6. (The Chris- 
tian’s armour consists of seven pieces in- 
cluding prayer, Eph. 6:14-18), The wea- 
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pons of the Christian are not fleshly (2 
Cor. 10:4), therefore, not characterized 
by six, but by seven, the number of com- 
pleteness; they “are mighty through God 
to the pulling down of strongholds” or 
Satanic principles. 
NEBUCHADNEZZAR 

Through Nebuchadnezzar Satan tried to 
set a universal system of apostate reli- 
gion; this image was also marked with 
the number six; it was 60 cubits high 
and six cubits broad, Dan. 3:1. Its base 
was a multiple of 6x6 and six pieces of 
music furnished the signal for apostate 
worship. These are all markings of the 
number of Antichrist of which Goliath 
and Nebuchadnezzar are both prototypes. 
Through Goliath Satan defied the armies 
of the living God and was bent on de- 
stroying them; this will be particularly 
the attitude of Antichrist. See Dan. 7:21; 
8:10-14; 11:30-35; Rev. 13:7. Through 
Nebuchadnezzar Satan planned the apos-

tasy of the entire human race, tncluding 
the Jews then in captivity under sen- 
tence of death, Dan. 3:6. Antichrist will 
again attempt such an apostasy, by de- 
manding that all worship him, 2 Thess 
2:4; Rev. 13:8, or his image, Rev. 13:15. 
The defiance of Christianity in all forms 
will be made by Antichrist, as well as 
universal attempt of an apostate human 
religion. Human religion is the workings 
and reasonings of the flesh versus salva- 
tion through blood and faith in Christ. 
The number of Antichrist is far deeper 
than simply an outward mark or num- 
ber; it is an attempt to defy humanity in 
the person of Antichrist (2 Thess. 2:4), 
then to have all humanity to worship 
him, who are in turn marked for him. 
Such is the spirit of all state religions to- 
day, they propose to eliminate the Chris- 
tian religion and defy humanity; hence 
the term “human religion.” 


Loyalty

Luke 6: 46-49. 


ND why call ye me, Lord, Lord and 

do not the things which I say? Who- 
soever cometh to me, and heareth my 
sayings, and doeth them, I will shew you 
to whom he is like: He is like a man 
which built an house, and digged deep, 
and laid the foundation on a rock; and 
when the flood arose, the stream beat 
vehemently upon that house, and could 
not shake it: for it was founded upon a 
rock. But he that heareth, and doeth not 
is like a man that without a foundation 
built an house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat vehemently, 
and immediately it fell; and the ruin cf 
that house was great.” (1) We want lo 
notice the meaning of the word “loyalty” 
—the act of being loyal, and the word 
“loyal” means faithful. 

“And why call ye me Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say?” Now 
what are some of the things that were 
said? (a) “Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost, teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you, and lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world.” As we know 
that this was spoken to the disciples and 
is still spoken to the true ministers of 
God today to preach or to teach all things 
taught in God’s precious Word, we will 
begin with repentance. From that time 
Jesus began to preach and to say, “Re- 
pent for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand,” and we are sure that He meant 
for us to do more than to just say we are 
sorry for our sins, as some do, and cor- 
tinue in them, but rather that men should 
forsake their ways and accept Christ pre- 
cious to their souls. If the ministers of 
today would preaci: It in its fulness, I 
am sure God would begin to move with 


the old time power, and souls would be 
truly converted. 

Second, sanctification, following regen- 
eration, and regeneration following true 
repentance. We will notice sanctification 
a moment. “Therefore, Jesus, that he 
might sanctify the people with His own 
blood, suffered without the gates,” Heb. 
13:12. If Jesus spilled His blood for men 
to be sanctified and we are command:zd 
to keep all His sayings, we must preach 
sanctification in its fulness that men can 
be transformed by the renewing of their 
minds and that these that are fully sanc- 
tified will leave off the old man with 
his deeds. 

Next, -we will notice the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Are we commanded to 
seek and preach the baptism of the Holy 
Ghest? Luke 24:39 says. “And behold 1 
send the promise of my Father upon you, 
but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem un- 
til ye be endued with power from on 
high.” And knowing that the promise 
came with Pentecost, not only are we 
commanded to preach a Pentecostal ex- 
perience but to tarry until we have the 
power that comes with it, and without 
that experience we are not fully quali- 
fied to preach and teach the Gospel. 

Now we want to take up the part that 
is so hard to convince the world that God 
has said we can really do, and that it is 
a part of the Gospel. Mark 16:18 tells us 
that one of the signs following believers 
is that “they shall lay hands on the 
sick and they shall recover.” The 5th 
chapter of James says, “And if there is 
any sick among you, let them call for 
the elders of the church, and they shall 
pray over them, anointing them with oil 
in the name of the Lord, and the prayer 
of faith shall save the sick.” Not once 
did he say to call the doctor, and after he 
had given pills let the saints pray. We 
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are certain that He is the same yesterday, 
today and forever, and when we keep His 
sayings and are made whole by His vir- 
tue, we feel something flowing over. our 
beings that no other part of the gospel 
brings. 

Tithe Paying: This fs the paft that 
many of our members would shrink from, 
and say it is not a New Testament teach- 
ing, we know that it was ordained about 
four hundred years before the law on 
Sinai, In the 7th chapter of Hebrews we 
find the writer making reference to 
Abraham paying tithes to Melchisedec, 
and that Christ is a priest forever after 
that order. We call ourselves the chil: 
dren of Abraham, then why not do the 
things of Abraham? In Matt. 23:23 we 
find Christ talking to a people that had 
paid tithes but had left other things un- 
done which He told them they should 
have done and to pay their tithes too. 
Today we find many a work that is fail- 
ing to grow, the church members wonder 
why they do not shout as they used to, 
and decide that they have the wrong pas- 
tor and they will be sure to change the 
next year. 

Then the next year will be the same. 
What they need is to be doers of the 
Word and not hearers only, pay their 
tithes so the pastor will not have to work 
all week and preach on Sunday, tired out 
in body without any chance to rest and 
study God’s Word. Then they will cease 
to wonder why the shout is gone. Can 
we be loyal to Christ and to the Church 
without paying our tithes as well as to 
do the other things that we are taught? 
I imagine I hear many say, No. 

Another thing we want to speak about 
is “dressing as becometh holiness.” In 1 
Peter 3:1-6 we are given instructions on 
how to dress and it will be well for many 
that profess to be the children of God 
to read prayerfully. Women, take thought, 
do you feel you are loyal to God and His 
Church when you dress like the world 
and then profess this wonderful experi- 
ence? Let us stop and think before it is 
too late, and take on the whole armor of 
God and get ready to go with Him to the 
great marriage of the Lamb. Let us be 
doers of the Word and not hearers only, 
that our house will be founded on a rock 
and the flood of temptations may roar 
and beat, but thank God, we will be able 
to ride over the waves to safety. May 
God bless all who read this, and if we 
are leaving anything undone, ask God 
for grace and begin now, for surely He is 
soon coming to catch His Bride away, 
and may we be without spot or wrinkle, 
holy and without blemish and meet Him 
in the air.

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“Che Mysteries of God

Article Two 


“Without controversy great is the mys- 
tery of godliness.” 1 Tim. 3:16. 

To the physical man godliness is a 
great mystery. 

We have pointed out in a foregoing ar- 
ticle that the word “mystery” as it is 
used in the scriptures designates that 
which is not known by natural compre- 
hension but by revelation. 

We know that God is; that He is “the 
rewacder of them that diligently s*ek 
him: that man is a created being; that 
the destiny of man is not the grave and 
that to inherit life eternal necessitates 
redemption, not because these facts are 
provable in the physical realm but be- 
cause they have been revealed. Christian 
evidences do not rest upon human logic. 
Revelation is a more exalted medium of 
knowledge than reason inasmuch as rea- 
son can only deal with qualities on the 
material plane while revelation brings 
those things which are above the mater- 
ial plane within reach of physical under- 
standing. If is not by demonstration but 
by faith that the whole range of revealed 
truth is opened to the understanding. 

The mystery, or spiritual secret of god- 
liness is the mystery of redemption; for 
godliness is by way of redemption. “When 
we were yet without strength, in due 
time Christ died for the ungodly.” Rom. 
5:6. To the physical man this is a great 
mystery. “The preaching of the cross is 
to them that perish foolishness, but unto 
us which are saved it is the power f 
God.” 1 Cor. 1:18. 

Redemption is a buying back or a re- 
storation to an original state, a recovery 
from declension. 

According to revelation godliness or 
God-likeness was an original quality of 
created humanity. “God said, Let us make 
man in our image, after our likeness— 
so God, created man in His own image—”’ 
Gen. 1:26-27. “And God saw everything 
he had made, and behold, it was very 
good—.” Gen. 1:31. God took pleasure in 
the work of His hands. No discord mar- 
red the harmony of perfect creation and 
the fellowship and communion between 
the created and the Creator was a pleas- 
ant thing. “Thou hast created all things 
and for thy pleasure, they are and they 
were created.” Rev. 4:11. 

Only six chapters over in the Book of 
Genesis we have revealed to us a direct 
reversal of the relationship between God 
and that which He had made. “It repent- 
ed the Lord that he had made man on 
the earth and it grieved him at his heart.” 
Gen. 6:6. What had taken place to bring 
about the change is revealed in the inter- 
Yening chapters. We will write of this 
later under the heading of the “Mystery 
of Iniquity.” 

One day as “the voice of the Lord God 
walking in the garden in the cool of the 
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day” (Gen. 3:8) came to visit and com- 
mune with Adam, he was not to be found. 
The bond of perfect fellowship had been 
broken by the transgression of the man 
and he had hid himself from the pres- 
ence of God, estranged to Him by a 
knowledge of sin and a sense of guilt. He 
had exchanged innocence for an experi- 
mental knowledge of good and evil and 
forfeited his oneness with God. The har- 
mony of fellowship was broken and a tor- 
menting consciousness of evil took its 
place, driving him to an avoidance of di- 
vine presence. 

Ever since sinning men have been hid- 
ing themselves from the presence of God, 
made strangers to Him by their own sin. 
“God hath made men upright, but they 
have sought out many inventions (or de- 
vices of evil).” Eccl. 7:29. 

Redemption provides forgiveness of 
sins, cleansing from sin and the embodi- 
ment of power to overcome temptation 
to sin. Redemption thus banishes_ the 
sense of guilt, restores experimental in- 
nocence, and renews fellowship with God. 
Atonement reestablishes oneness between 
God and man, reconciling every differ- 
ence and once more making them at- 
one. Col. 1:19-20. 

The process or manner of redemption 
is a great mystery to natural man. Re 
storation to godliness is‘ by way of re- 
birth. This was a mystery to even as 
learned a man as Nicodemus, a ruler cf 
the Jews. Nicodemus was religious but i2- 
norant of rebirth. Jesus said to him, “Ex- 
cept a man be born again he cannot see 
the kingdom of God,” John 3:3. Nico- 
demus replied, “How can a man be born 
when he is old?” John 3:4. He failed to 
discern the mystery of regeneration. 

The manner of spiritual generation is 
incomprehensible to earthly men. “The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, thou hear- 
est the sound thereof and canst not te?l 
whence it cometh or whither it goeth, so 
is every one that is born of the spirit.” 
John 3:8. The actuality of spiritual birth 
however, is as evident as the actuality of 
physical birth. “That which is born of 
the flesh is flesh, that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit.” John 3:6. By phys- 
ica] generation and birth man bears the 
image and nature of Adam. By spiritual 
generation and second birth he bears 
the image and nature of God. “That was 
not first which is spiritual but that which 
is natural; and afterward that which is 
spiritual. The first man is of the earth 
earthy: the second man is the Lord from 
heaven. As is the earthy such are they 
also that are earthy: and as is the heav- 
enly, such are they also which are heav- 
enly. And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly.” 1 Cor. 15: 45-49. 

“Without controversy great is the mys- 
tery of godliness.” 1 Tim. 3:15. 
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The effects of redemption are also a 
great mystery to the unredeemed. “If 
any man be in Christ he is a new crea- 
ture, old things are passed away and be 
hold all things are become new.” 2 Cor. 
5:17. The foundational facts of this Word 
are far above the thoughts of those who 
have been born but once. Old things gone 
—all things new! The change in nature, 
character, principles, aims, manner of 
life and activity of the regenerated is a 
great mystery to the ungodly. “They 
think it strange that ye run not. with 
them to the same excess of riot, speak- 
ing evil of you.” 1 Pet. 4:4. They simply 
cannot comprehend why the Christian 
chooses to walk the narrow way. 


There is that among the once born to 
which the name of conversion has been 
attached — a mere mental assent to the 
tenets of Christian faith. With a conver- 
son such as this, thousands have em- 
braced and confessed the Christian faith, 
but in so embracing it and confessing 1t 
they have remained the same unregener- 
ated, earthy individuals as before their 
confession. It is said that Augustine 
about 400 A. D. baptized 10,000 in a 3in- 
gle day. Charlemange ‘converted’ a whole 
nation of the Slavonians to the Christian 
faith by a single military battle in the 
8th Century. This same emperor thought 
it was his duty to spread the Christian 
faith by force if it could not be done in 
a gentler way, a method used often and 
at times exclusively by those in author- 
ity in centuries past. When he had con- 
quered the Saxons in Germany he com- 
pelled them to be baptized and to pay 
tithes to the Church, thus making ‘Chris- 
tians’ of them. In 988 A. D. Vladmar the 
prince converted all Russia to the Chris- 
tian faith by mere proclamation. Con- 
stantine, about 323 A.D. had been respon- 
sible for the commencement of a similar 
‘conversion’ of the whole Roman wor!d. 
Such methods have indeed increased the 
number of those who call themselves 
Christians, making the Church rich, 
proud and popular, but this exultation 
in earthly glory has been to the diminish 
ing of her heavenly glory, “Thou sayest, 
I am rich and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, and 
blind, and naked. I counsel thee to buy 
of me gold tried in the fire, that thou 
mayest be rich; and white raiment — 
" thy shame do not appear.” Rey. 3:17, 
18. 

The regenerated are sons of God by 
second birth. “Behold what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed upon us, 
that we should be called the sons of 
God.” 1 John 3:1. “As many as received 
Him, to them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, * * * which are born, 
not of blood nor of the will of the flesh 
nor of the will of man, but of God.” Jno. 
1:12, 18. “As many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of God 
—for the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death.” “They that are af- 
ter the flesh do mind the things of the 
flesh, but they that are after the Spirit 
the things of the Spirit.” “Ye are not 
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in the flesh, but in the Spirit.” Rom. 8: 
14, 2, 9. “Being born again not of corrupt- 
ible seed but of incorruptible.” 

Adam has his seed or descendants. Like- 
wise, by the miracle of rebirth, so has 
Christ. Calvary cut Christ off from 
among the mortally alive but by His 
very death there has been begotten for 
him a generation of descendants. Thus 
it had been revealed to the prophets, “A 
seed shall serve him, it shall be account- 
ed unto the Lord for a generation,” Psa. 
22:30, and “He was cut off out of the 
land of the living, for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken, — when 
thou shalt make his soul an offering for 
sin, he shall see his seed, he shall pro- 
long his days.” Isa. 53:8, 10. 

“We see Jesus, who was made a little 
lower than the angels (like unto man) 
for the suffering of death (Heb. 2:9) 
and being found in fashion as a man, ne 
humbled himself and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of the cross 
(Phil. 2:8); that he by the grace of God 
should taste death for every man (Heb. 
2:9) and having made peace through the 
blood of his cross, by him to reconcile all 
things unto himself.” (Col. 1:20). “For 
it became him for whom are all things, 
and by whom are all things, in bringing 
many sons into glory, to make the cap- 
tain (Syraic, prince) of their salvation 
perfect through suffering.” (Heb. 2:10). 
“Who gave himself for us, that he might 
redeem us from all iniquity, and purify 
unto himself a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works.” Titus 2:14, “Now once in 
the world hath he appeared to put awly 
sin by the sacrifice of himself.” 

This spiritual secret of redemption, the 
mystery of godliness, restored to the im- 
age of God through the blood of the atone- 
ment; is now being heralded throughout 
the earth in the preaching of the gospel. 
By the express command of God it is be- 
ing preached to all men. “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to @v- 
ery creature.” Mark 16:15. To some its 
sound is meaningless and its glory is 
hid. To others it is the sweet sound of 
reconciliation and deliverance from sin. 
Those who will not receive it are those 
who are lost. 2 Cor. 4:3. “If our gospel 
be hid it is hid to them that are lost.” 
Such as gladly respond ‘to the word of 
reconciliation are forever set apart as the 
heritage of the Lord and are “accounted 
unto the Lord for a generation.” Psalm 
22:30. “Know ye that the Lord hath set 
apart him that is godly for himself.” Ps. 
4:3.

As this will be the last issue that we 
will have an opportunity to make an ap- 
peal to our people, until the Assembly, 
we are hereby giving you some of the op- 
portunities that we have for mission 
work . 

Our work in Old Mexico is opening up 
from every angle. We still owe a small 
payment on the building at Nogales. The 
one in charge there is a very fine worker 
and by all means he must be supported 
in this work that will mean so much to 
the Mexican people. The work in Cin- 
dad, Obregon where Sister Atkinson is 
engaged is getting along fine. There are 
open doors that it would not do to neg- 
lect. 

We have just had a letter from Rev. 
John A. Harris, who is a Russian and 
preaches in three different languages. He 
is indeed an accomplished worker. If we 
could only get him located in Canada it 
would open up a field of work for him 
and would not only reach the Canadian 
people but in all probability his own na- 
tive home. I am giving you a paragraph 
of his letter which will speak for itself: 

“I wrote to the people in Canada that 
in the last days of September I would be 
there. I have letters from British Colum- 
bia, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba, 
and Ontario. There are about three hun- 
dred thousand of my people that are dy- 
ing in sin, waiting for salvation. I preach 
severa] languages and have seventeen 
years’ experience in this line. I have also 
people in Poland, France, Argentina, and 
other countries that are calling me to go 
there—Russian, Polish, and Ukraniane 
‘people. I can translate your literature 
upon my language, and send it all over 
the world to my people. I am a worker 
in helping you build the Church of God.” 

This shows that this man has had quite 
a range of work in different countries. 
It looks as though it would be a pity to 
fail to send him with the message of the 

hurch to his people. 

We alse have a work now tn Hait! with 
Brother J. Vital Herne in charge. We 
have have been corresponding with him 
for several months. He was once a Cath- 
olic priest. After being converted to 
Christianity and receiving the Holy 
Ghost he joined the Pentecostal Holiness 
people. He is asking us for a very small 


amount of help and has a well establish- 
ed work in Haiti. He has just closed a 
wonderful revival. We accepted his ordi- 
nation as a bishop until such a time as 
might be possible for some of our bishops 
to visit Haiti. The work indeed is open- 
ing up in foreign countries without much 
effort on our part but if we had a few 
thousand dollars now to put into these 
fields, what a harvest the Church could 
reap. 


The following is a letter from Brother 
Herne: “I received the certificate of my 
ordination and it was publicly read by 
the scribe of the assembly. This news giv- 
eth great joy to the brethren because they 
know the work is now very solid accord- 
ing with the Haitian law, and consider- 
ing our preaching of the Gospel by the 
Holy Ghost they persecute us sometimes. 
Last year after several plain air meetings 
the minister of Interior sent for me.What 
I went I explained the Gospel and all pre- 
judices were gone and now the church is 
working and nothing will deprive us 
from the fellowship of our Great Body. 


“The financial depression is growing in 
Haiti and we are few in number. Those 
who work find jobs of very little salary 
sO the tithes report is a very sma!) 
amount and We pray you to do your best 
to help sustain this work in Haiti tho’ 
the help be small. If we couid get the 
rent of the mission house paid it would 
be of much assistance to us, and in the 
near future the Lord will open tne door 
to us and we will be glad to assist the 
other missions. 


“It is impossible for me personally to 
find a job. Here they first give to the 
Roman Catholic. My dear wife is a flower- 
maker but what she does is not enough 
to care for the family, and with the gifts 
of the saints, here, pay the rent of the 
mission house. 


“The saints send greetings in Jesus’ 


name.—J. Vital Herne.” 


You can see from this letter that the 
church in Haiti is established. We pray 
that God will touch the hearts of those 
who are able to contribute to this noble 
work. Hoping to see you at the Assembly, 
I am yours very truly, S. W. Latimer, 
Genera] Overseer.

EXCAVATED EVIDENCE 


It has been some months now since 
Mr. Woulley gave the interesting resuits 
of his exploration at Ur of the Chaldees. 
We recur to them again because we came 
across a statement by Dr. T. T. Shields 
of America, putting the results of Mr. 
Woolley’s work so clearly that the sim- 
plest can understand. Dr. Shields says: 

“I published a few weeks ago a com- 
munication that Dr. Stockley had 
brought from the Old Country a most in- 
teresting document. You remember hear- 
ing of Mr. Woolley, leader of the arch- 
aeological exploration at Ur of the Chal- 
dees, There was a time when the critics 
said that Moses could not possibly have 
written the Pentateuch, because in Moses’ 
day writing was unknown! Great schol- 
ars, were they not! When they said that, 
there were a lot of preachers who said, 
‘Oh, I shall have to change my views.’ 
But now the spade of the excavator has 
gone down, and they have discovered the 
very city in which Abraham lived. Mr. 
Woolley said that the streets of Ur of 
the Chaldees were comparable to Regent 
Street and Bond Street in London. The 
city had been buried for centuries. When 
they had got down to the foundations, 
and below to the solid clay beneath the 
foundations, the diggers said there was 
no use digging any further. But Mr. 
Woolley insisted they should dig deeper. 
So they went down through eight feet of 
solid clay, and underneath it they came 
upon another city; they uncovered a city 
of Noah’s day. Mr. Woolley had not be- 
lieved in the Flood, but, scientist as he 
was, when he saw there before his eyes, 
right under the foundations of a great 
city, down under a solid bed of water-laid 
clay, another city buried, he said that 
nothing but a mighty deluge could ever 
have done it."—The Elim Evangel.

It was writ- 
ten by a monk in the sixteenth century, 
and was the work of a lifetime. Even un- 
der the microscope not a single flaw can 
be found in all its thousands of pages. 


The general lettering, which is in Ger 
man text, is arranged in two columns 
on each page, and nowhere is there ihe 
slightest irregularity of line or space. At 
the beginning of each chapter, the first 
letter is usually two or three inches long, 
and ‘s brightly illuminated in red and 
blue ink. Within each of these capitals 
is drawn the figure of a_ character of 
whom the chapter treats. 

A legend relates that a young man who 
had sinned deeply became a monk and 
resolved to do penance for his misdeeds. 
He determined to copy the Bible that he 
might learn every letter of the Divine 
commands whieh he had violated. Every 
day for many years he patiently pursued 
his task. Each letter was wrought with 
reverence and love, and when the last 
touch was given to the last letter, the 
artificer, then an old man, reverently 
kissed the page and folded the sheets to- 
gether. 


The parchment still is in a perfect state 
of preservation. The volume is kept 'n- 
der a glass case, which sometimes is 
lifted to show the visitor that all the 
pages of the Book are as perfect as the 
two which lie open.—Publisher Unknown.

Wife and I accidently got the 
itch and God wonderfully delivered us 
without our taking or rubbing on any- 
thing at all.
